their outer edges are flush with the outer 
edges of the partitions, and the screen T, 
formed by the longitudinal rods L of wire 
or the like, which are suitably connected 
with the end rings I and are sunk in the 
outer edges of the intermediate rings K, 
so as to be flush with the outer edges of 
said rings, and the wire or wires M, which 
surround the partitions J throughout the 
length of the cylinder and are sunk in said 
partitions, as shown, so as to be flush with 
the outer edges thereof. The cylinder also 
preferably comprises suitable packing or 
washers, N, which are interposed between 
the end rings I and the side walls A of the 
vat, and are designed and adapted to pre- 
vent leakage between the tube B 
and the said side walls A. Collars R are 
also provided upon the tube B at the outer 
sides of the vat walls, as shown, in order to 
prevent longitudinal 
movement or play of 
the cylinder in the 
vat. 


Forming Cylinder. 
























There has been patented an improve- 
ment in forming cylinders for paper ma- 
chines, description and illustrations of 
which are herewith given. 

Figure 1 is a view, partly in elevation 
and partly in section, of the improved 
cylinder in its operative position. Fig. 2 
is a transverse section taken in the plane 
indicated by the line x « of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 
is an enlarged perspective view, partly 
broken away, of one of the sections of the 
stationary valve removed ; and Fig. 4 is a 
perspective view of one of the rotary valve 
cages or rings. 

Referring by letter to said drawings, A 
indicates the side walls of the forming vat 
of a cylinder paper-making machine, and B 
indicates the central tube of the improved 
forming cylinder, which may have one or 
both of its ends open, as shown, for a pur- 

pose presently described. This tube B is 
vouainiad im the side walls A of the form- 
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ing vat, as shown, and it is provided at in- 


tervals in its length with three (more or 
less) circular series of apertures, a, to ad- 
mit water and air to the stationary valve 


sections, C, presently described. 


D indicates circular valve cages or perfo- 


rated rings which are arranged in the tube 
B so that their perforations, 4, register with 
the perforations a, as better shown in Fig. 
1. These cages or rings D are detachably 
connected to the tube B by screws, ¢, or in 
any other suitable manner, so as to enable 
them to turn with said tube, and such con- 
nection, as will be readily observed, admits 
of the rings or cages being readily removed 
from the tube for repairs or for any other 
purpose without disturbing any of the other 


parts of the cylinder, and also permits of 


the rings or cages being as readily replaced 
and secured in position. 

The stationary valve sections C, which 
are, as stated, arranged within the rings or 
cages D, may be of any construction suit- 
able to the of the invention, but 
the preferable method ig to construct them 
as better shown in Figs, 2 and 3of the 
drawings. As so constructed the valve 
sections respectively comprise the parallel 
rings @, which conform to the interior of 
the rings D, so as to permit the same to 
freely turn, and are provided with the in- 


 wardly extending flanges ¢ and the prefer- 


ably curved connecting wall /, which 
serves, in conjunction with the flanges ¢, 
to form a pocket or receiver E, having 
an. induction opening /, as shown. 
These pockets or receivers E of the 
several valve sections C are arranged in the 
position shown in Fig, 2 with respect to the 
centre and direction of rotation of the form- 
ing cylinder for a purpose presently de- 
scribed, and they are connected by the 
tubes F, which may be formed integral 
with the valves or may be formed separate- 
ly and screwed into or otherwise connected 
to the side walls ¢ of the pockets or receiv- 
ers, as desired. The several receivers or 
pockets E are thus connected together, and 
one or both (preferably both) of the end re- 
ceivers are connected by pipes, G, with a 
suction pump (not illustrated) which may 
be of the ordinary well-known construc- 
tion. 

H indicates the revoluble portion of the 
improved cylinder, which may be of any 
suitable construction that falls within the 
scope of the invention, but which preferably 





to the tube B and are arranged between the 
openings a in said tube, the inclined walls P, 
arranged between the partitions J and con- 
nected to the tube B and pitched toward the 
openings a in said tube B, so as to quickly 
lead the water which enters said inclosures 
formed by the partitions J into said openings 
4; the circular rings K, which are connected 


to and surround the partitions J at intervals 


in the length thereof and are so arranged that 


Im the practice of 
the invention the 
parts are so made 
and fitted that when 
air and water are 
drawn into one of the 
inclosures formed by 
the longitudinal par- 
titions J they will 
pass through the ap- 
ertures a in tube B, 
the apertures 4 in 
cages or rings D, and 
into the receivers or 
pockets E of the sta- 
tionary valve _ sec- 
tions, “and from 
thence to the suction 
or exhaust pump and 
will not be liable to 
escape in transit. 
The receivers E of 
the stationary valve 
sections are by pref- 
erence of such a size that they will at one 
time commiunicate with four (more or less) 
of the openings 4 of each ring, D, so as to 
enable the suction or exhaust pump to cre- 
ate a suction through four of the enclosures 
formed by thepartitions J at one time. 

The valve induction openings may be di- 
minished and increased in size by the 
introduction and removal of a piece (not 
illustrated), so as to communicate with 
more or less of the induction parts. 

The improved cylinder described is 
arranged in the forming vat of a cyl- 
inder papet-making machine so that 
the water line comes to about the 
point indicated by the dotted line 
in Fig. 2 of the drawings. I[n conse- 
quence of this it will be observed that the 
sheet of pulp taken up by the cylinder will 
be subjected to suction both below and above 
the water line and will be held to the cylin- 
der by such suction, so that the water will be 
drawn from the sheet before it passes to the 
coucher, which is an important advantage. 
as it obviates watermarking, blistering and 
other difficulties generally attendant upon 
the couching of the sheet. Again, it will 
be observed that the suction, by drawing 
and holding the sheet against falling back 
into the vat, forms a thick and solid or com- 
pact sheet and one having securely inter- 
woven fibres, and also permits of the cylin- 
der being revolved at a high rate of speed, 
which materially increases the capacity of 
the machine of which it forms tapos aa. and 


1 is in consequence a highly i 
| vantage. 


As will be readily observed by reference 
to Fig. 2, the tangential disposition of the 
partitions J throughout their width is de- 
sirable for the reason that when each in- 
closure reaches a position where it com- 
municates with the receivers or pockets 
of the valves its lower partition or wall 
J will be pitched downwardly toward 
the openings @ in the tube B, so 
as to facilitate the entry of the wa- 
ter into said openings ¢ and the valve. 
Again, the tangential disposition of the par- 


titions J is highly desirable, for the reason 
that it enables them to gather water to the 
openings in the tube B and valve more 
rapidly and also overcomes the centrifugal 
motion which, if the partitions were other- 
wise arranged, would repel the water from 
the cylinder. 

It will be further observed that the sheet 
is formed in the usual manner, the water 
passing through the screen and openings 
in the tube B into the said tube and to the 
usual exhaust pump, This continues until 
the suction construction at the back of the 
cylinder is reached, which suction con 
struction is so arranged that the suction 
will commence at a foot (more or less) be- 
low the water line and is continued until 
the sheet passes under the coucher. 

In virtue of the fact that the partitions J 
facilitate the entry of the water into the

openings @ and also serve to prevent the 
water from being repelled from the cylin- 
der by centrifugal action it will be appre- 
ciated that the cylinder may be rotated at 
a comparatively high rate of speed, which 
is a desideratum in this class of devices.

Implied Warranty When Things 
Are Made to Order.

The liability of the seller of any article 
varies according tothe circumstances under 
which the sale takes place ; and where one 
is to make, or have made, the thing bar- 
gained for, his liability is greater than 
where he sells from a stock on hand. In 
the latter instance the thing may be exam- 
ined during the negotiation, and the buyer 
assumes certain risks; in fact every one 
not expressly warranted against ; while in 
the former, the contracts being for a thing 
not yet in existence, is executory in its 
nature for the delivery of something of a 
particular kind, and the seller is held re- 
sponsible for its lack of conformity with 
the agreement. The doctrine is applicable 
to the sale of machinery, or anything that 
is made to order. 

An English judge, in Jones v. Just (L. 
R. 3 Q. B. 197), said; ‘‘ Where a manufac- 
turer undertakes to supply goods manufac- 
tured by himself, or in which he deals, but 
which the purchaser has not had the oppor- 
ad- | tunity of inspecting, it is an implied term 
in’ the contract that he shall supply a 
merchantable article.” The same principle 
was laid down in Howard v. Hoey (23 
Wend 350), and in Hoe v. Sanborn (21 
N. Y. 552), both New York cases, with re- 
spect to the obligation of a seller, under an 
executory contract to deliver an indeter- 
minate thing of a particular kind, that it 
shall be free from any remarkable defect. 
In Bridge Co. v. Hamilton (110 U. S. 108) 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
after a review of the leading cases bearing 
upon the point, held that: ‘‘ When the seller 
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is the maker or manufacturer of the thing 
sold, the fair presumption is that he 
understood the process of manufacture, 
and was cognizant of any latent de 
fects caused by such process, and against 
which reasonable diligence might have 
guarded. When, therefore, a buyer has 
no opportunity to inspect the article, or 
when, from the situation, inspection is im- 
practicable or useless, it is unreasonable to 
suppose that he bought on his own judg- 
ment or that he did not rely on the judg- 
ment of the seller as to the latent defects of 
which the latter, if he used due care, must 
have been informed during the process of 
manufacture. If the buyer relied, and, 
under the circumstances, had reason to 
rely, on the judgment of the seller, who 
was the manufacturer or maker of the 
article, the law implies a warranty that it 
is reasonably fit for 
the use for which it 
was designed, the 
seller at the time 
being informed of the 
purpose to devote it 
to that use.” 

In the more recent 
case of Carlton v. 
Lombard (149 N. Y. 
187), it was held that 
the maxim caveat 
emptor—let the buyer 
beware—did not ap- 


that in such case, he 
is liable for any 
latent defects arising 
from the process of 
manufacture, or in 
the use of defective 
materials, upon the 
ground of an im- 
plied warranty. In 
Hoe v. Sanborn, re- 
ferred to above, the judge commented upon 
this exception to the general rule, and held 
it to be a just one, using this language : 
* Wherever the seller has himself manufac- 
tured the article sold, or procured it to be 
done by others, if honesty and fair dealing 
are ever to be enforced by law, a warranty 
should be implied.” 

The principles of the ad judged cases apply 
to any similar state of facts, as where an 
agent—a traveling salesman—sold goods 
which were to be manufactured and deliv- 
ered to a retail merchant or ¢lealer, the 
court said: “* The manufacturer was under 
the obligation to furnish an article, not of 
the higher quality necessarily, but one that 
was merchantable and free from any 
remarkable defect arising from the process 
of manufacture. Although the salesman 
may not have been expressly empowered 
to represent the maker, as an agent, yet the 
adoption of his assumed agency to sell the 
product charged the mannfacturer with 
knowledge of the use to which that product 
was to be put, and imposed the duty of 
delivering goods which should be merchan- 
able and reasonably fit for that use, and a 
consequent liability for a failure attribu- 
table to defects in the course of manuf ic- 
ture or in the materials employed; and 
where such defect is not discoverable on 
inspection, or by ordinary tests, the war- 
ranty continues after delivery and accep- 
tance by the purchaser.”

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Machine-Room Bookkeeping.

In the cost-keeping scheme, hinted at 
before, I will show an effective method of 
stopping all these little leaks. I have seen 
time put in on the different kinds of work, 
say in the cutter room, or in the drainers, 
that no man could or would account for a 
week after it had been finished. The boss 


can be done very easily a daily 
labor and stock sheets, as will be shown 
later, and after each man’s time and stock 
furnished have been entered there, let the 
foreman of the department satisfy himself 
that things are as represented, then O. K. 


the sheets before they go into the office. 
This puts a check upon the millwright, and 
the department foremen as well. 


Nothing can be charged to the latter's de- 
partment without his being aware of it at 
the time, and the millwright will have no 
opportunity to work off any **‘ dummy busi- 
ness" on any department, even if he is so 
minded. 

By carrying this system out to complete- 
ness it will tell just what expense there is 
in each department of the mill, and the cost 
of each manipulation at any time can be 
determined at a glance. the 
records show that it costs one-eighth of a 
cent per pound in the machine room for 
making paper during the month of March, 
and one-fourth of a cent per pound during 
April. There is a good opportunity for 
looking for the reason why the machine 
room cost twice as much during April as 
during March. 

And having found the reason seek to re- 
move it at once, and cut down the cost to 
the minimum figure. That is where money 
is made in the paper-making business, 
namely, by reducing the small continuous 
items of cost. The large occasional ones 
nobody cares about, they spread out pretty 
thin when divided up among the total ton- 
nage of a year, but the little costs, the ones 
that come fo stay, are the ones to be looked 
after and exterminated. They are like 
the myriad of little weeds in a garden. No 
one of them amounts to much individually, 
but taken together they choke up all the 
‘* plants of profit” our paper-mill garden 
may contain. 

The indicated system of cost keeping will 
reveal these little leaks so plainly that its 
adoption will be permanent when once 
fairly tried. The cost of account keeping 
of this kind cannot be over $600 yearly, for 
a competent clerk will give his sole atten- 
tion to it for that sum, and even if the sav- 
ing be only a small fraction of a cent per 
pound the total will be large. 

Let the mill be running on 24° x 48" = 
60, 500 sheets to the ream, making a roll to 
trim 96 inches wide, running 100 feet per 
minute. This means 75 square feet to the 
pound, or 10% pounds per minute, or 640 
pounds of paper per hour. At 20 hours 
average running time per day, 300 days per 
year, this means 3,840,000 pounds of paper 
per year. The expense of bookkeeping is 
then $600 + 3,840,000 — .000156 cent, or 
avre cent per pound ! 

Let the saving be estimated at /, cent 
per pound of output, and the total saving 
per year will be 3,840,000 + 16 = 240,000 
cents, or $?,400! Truly a good return for

MIAMI VALLEY. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 





DAYTON, Ohio, June 8, 1897. 

The peculiarity of the trade situation is 
manifest. This is clearly stown by the 
total absence of orders in some mills and 
the actual plethorainothers. Upand down 
the valley conditions are analogous. 

The conspicuous event of the past week 
in this neighborhood was the commingling 
of the great commercial clubs of four busy 
centres, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis, and the festivities attending the 
gathering at the Queen City. Representa- 
tive heads of some of the largest houses in 
existence met to discuss pleasure and busi- 
ness and to benefit by informal intercourse. 
Lyman J. Gage, Secretary of the Treasury, 
spoke encouragingly of the possibility of 
an early settlement of the tariff question, 
which has proved a national bugbear. 

Nearly all ot the paper mills, wholesale 
houses, offices and paper novelty concerns 
closed on Monday to allow the several thou- 
sand employees the privilege of observing 
the day to their liking. 

The suit of the Hydraulic Company 
against the Tytus-Gardner Paper Company, 
which has been pending for many months 
and which was previously mentioned in 
these columns, has finally been settled. 
The court rendered judgment in favor of 
the Tytus-Gardner Company in all claims 
made against them, with one exception, 
which compels them to abolish the 16-foot 
strip of land now used by the company. 
Other valuable rights are retained, how- 
ever. 

In the safe which he purchased from 
W. P. Orr, the American Straw Board Com- 
pany’s treasurer, at Piqua, recently, a 
jeweler found old papers—cancelled stock 





certificates, checks, notes, bills, etc.—which 
represented business transactions amount- 
ing to over $1,090,000. One check was for 
$20,000. The safe had been rescued from 
the oil mill fire at Piqua, 

The Seybold Machine Company is build- 
ing several paper- cutting machines of sub- 
stautial design for exhibition at the Nash- 
ville Exposition. These cutters will attract 
attention, as every known advantage in ma- 
chinery of this kind will be incorporated. 
At the Columbian Exposition the Seybold 
machines were entitled an award of merit, 
and with all the improvements and the ad- 
vancement in scientific designs since ‘93 
those at the Southern fair should easily lead 
the list. 

The writer is informed by Frank M. 
Nixon, of the Nixon Paper Company, Rich- 
mond, Ind., that a severe wind storm 
visited that city a short time ago and car- 
ried destruction in its wake. About 90 feet 
of the iron stack of the paper mills was 
blown down, fortunately into the river in- 
stead of upon the mill. Had this heavy 
stack struck the mill the property loss 
would have been considerable. The storm 
was of short duration, but extremely vio- 
lent. Repairs are in progress. The Nixon 
Company has certainly borne the lion's 
share of misfortune on account of rampant 
natural elements. Recently the mills were 
badly damaged by a serious flood. One 
disaster appears to follow quickly upon the 
heels of another out there. 

Mr. Nixon is unable to report a super- 
abundance of orders, though the demand 
for bags is fair. 

Mill No. 3 of the American Straw Board 
Company, at Piqua, will be closed for an 
indefinite period, also the mill at Tippecanoe 
City, on account of a lack of orders. By 
this procedure sixty men will be thrown 
out of employment—thirty at each mill. 
The upper strawboard mill at Piqua will 
continue to run until further notice. It 
was only recently that the above mills re- 
sumed after a continued shut down, and the 
men had hoped for substantial employ- 
ment. The Piqua mill was started a fort- 
night since, while the Tippecanoe mill had 
been running for three weeks. Unless 
there is a surplus of orders at the upper 
mill in Piqua, Mill No. 3is liable to stand 
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idle for along time. The former concern 
is in full operation with a force of sixty 
men. It is given the preference by the 
management of the American Straw Board 
Company, and there will not likely be a 
division of orders. 

The Niles Tool Works, which deals ex- 
tensively with paper mill machinery 
makers, has received orders for a number 
of 10-inch disappearing guns from the 
East. In addition the Niles will build 
twelve 15-inch mortars. 

Robert Beckett, brother of the late William 
Beckett, of the Beckett Paper Company, and 
who is well known in the trade, died at 
Fairhaven, Ohio, last week, aged sixty 
years. He was the youngest son of Robert 
Beckett and was born in Hanover township, 
Butler County. He served in the late re- 
bellion, and for years was prominently 
identified in business in Hamilton. 

Charles Alf. Williams, formerly man- 
aging editor of the Commercial-Gazette 
and later part owner and manager of the 
Hamilton Democrat, has severed his con- 
nection with the latter newspaper. He is 
succeeded by Homer Gard, formerly con- 
nected with the Democrat, but who has re- 
cently been associated with the Vews. As 
a free-silver hustler Mr. Williams performed 
wonderful political work in Hamilton, and 
it is with extreme regret that the Demo- 
crat’s constituency parts with him, though 
they welcome Mr. Gard as an old friend 
and party worker. 

It is reported that the Cuvier Club, of 
Cincinnati, intends to petition the State 
Legislature, and, in fact, send a committee 
to the hall in the interest of the sport of 
fishing on the Miami River. It is claimed 
that this and the streams are so badly pol- 
luted by the poisonous refuse of acids and 
pulps discharged by many paper mills on 
their banks that the fish have been killed in 
great numbers for years. The Cuvier Club 
will likely made a strong effort for effective 
legislation, which may result in the purifi- 
cation of the Miami River and other bodies 
of water. It is said to be a known fact 
that the Miami would be filled with game 
fish in a short time if the paper mills dis- 
posed of their refuse in some other manner. 
The coming fight may prove interesting.

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 
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APPLETON, Wis., June 1, 1897. 

Very little change is to be noted this 
week in the condition of business from the 
recent past. Evidences that the late rush 
of business is to be succeeded by a quieter 
time are quite apparent.. At present, how- 
ever, the anticipated quietness has not ar- 
rived, and the mills are getting out about 
as much product as they can make. No 
definite movement looking toward a shut- 
down, the prospects of which were men- 
tioned last week, has as yet been made. 
There is a generally expressed desire that 
some such action as this be taken, but 
whether it will be found possible to carry 
it otit-remains for the future to demon- 
strate. The water level in the lake is fall- 
ing alittle, but there is still plenty for run- 
ning all the wheels at full gate. 

The following paragraph was contained 
in the last letter of the Maine correspond- 
ent of a monthly publication : 

‘‘The Manufacturing Investment Com- 
pany seems to have struck another snag, 
and the plant at Madison has been’ practi- 
cally shut down. The managers of the 
company have been traveling baek and 
forth between Madison and Appleton 
periodically for some years, and once or 
twice it has been given out that the plant 
had been remodeled and that the era of 
prosperity was at last assured ; but the fact 
remains that at the present time the di- 
gesters are again cold.” 

Your correspondent learns that there is 
evidently a mistake here. The Maine in- 
stitution referred to is now shut down for a 
month for repairs, and will start up again 
some time the last of this month. Previous 
to this shutdown the mill had been in con- 
tinuous operation for fourteen months. 
The company has just put in 12,000,90( 
feet of timber to be made into fibre, which 
is a full supply. 

Apropos of sulphite matters your corre- 
spondent has lately examined atranslation 
of an article appearing in the last number 
of the Papier-Zeitung,of Berlin, Ger- 
many,of which he has seen no public 
mention, relating to a settlement that has 
just been arrived at of suits brought by 


Dr. A. Mitscherlich against various Ger- 
man sulphite manufacturers. The manu- 
facturers against whom the suits were in- 
stituted refused to pay proper royalties. 
There werea number of these manufac- 
turers, and the courts for some reason di- 
vided them intotwo groups; one of these 
groups has just made settlement to the ex- 
tent of 650,000 marks, and the other group 
is yet to be heard from, with probability 
that it will also come into the compromise. 
This seems to settle the question that the 
Mitscherlich patents are ahead of all others 
relating to thesulphite process. The only 
people in this country who are at present 
using the unalloyed Mitscherlich digesters 
and process of manufacture are those 
represented by the Manufacturing Invest- 
ment Company, at its millsin Appleton 
and Madison. This company regularly 
purchased the rights under which it is op- 
erating, and is a stockholder in the parent 
company. Mitscherlich’s main contention 
seemed to be that he had sold no patent, 
but only the use of his secret process, that 
he had instructed the manufacturers in this 
secret process, and so made possible for 
them the successful employment of the 
process. 

A great sensation has beer caused in 
Kaukauna during the last few days by the 
revelation of a scheme by which it is al- 
leged on the one side that several employees 
of one of the paper companies were en- 
deavoring to put money in their pockets at 
the expense of the company. The em- 
ployees in question,on the other hand, allege 
that they were merely endeavoring to dis- 
posed of some job lots of paper in the mill 
for which they purposed making a proper 
accounting later. The amount involved is 
small, not exceeding $600 or $700, but on 
account of the prominence of the parties 
involved a great excitement has resulted. 
As no legal proceedings have as yet been 
taken it is best in justice to all that names 
and particulars for the present be withheld. 

It was reported in the papers hereabouts 
last week that the proposed terms of settle- 
ment of the Western Paper Bag Company 
with its creditors had been accepted, and 
that the transaction had been closed up.

Business continues to be quiet this week, 
especially with the fine mills. 

The conditions governing the trade have 
not undergone any marked change this 
week, and the same feeling seems to pre- 
vail among manufacturers. 

Some of the book mills are doing a fair 
business, with enough orders on hand to 
keep the machines running. 

The volume of business has neither de- 
creased nor increased since last week, and a 
majority of the mills seem to be holding 
their own. 

Prices have not undergone any change 
worth mentioning, and there is very little 
prospect of any at present. 

The stock market is very dull indeed and 
dealers say that there is no evidence of any 
immediate change. 

Very little is heard now in regard to the 
shutting down of the fine mills, and it is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful if any organized move- 
ment will be inaugurated. 

Those whoare interviewed on this matter 
are of the opinion that each manufacturer 
will run his own mill to suit himself. When 
orders are coming in the mills will be run, 
but when they are scarce the mills will be 
run accordingly. 

The Business Men’s Association has taken 
hold of the matter of entertaining the Pan-

ple has nearly all been pledged. 

A meeting of those interested in the pro- 
posed reception was held at the association 
rooms this week and considerable enthusi- 
asm was manifested.

There has been some falling off in the 
paper trade within the past two weeks. 
Dealers report a considerable difference be- 
tween the first two weeks of May and the 
last two. The coolness of the weather may 
have had something to do with retarding 
sales in papers, as it doubtless has in other 
lines of industry. It follows as a natural 
consequence that when trade is slack in the 
other commercial lines it will be felt by the 
paper houses. The greater the amount of 
business doing the greater will be the need 
of paper, and thus it is all along the line— 
the success of one industry depends on that 
of another. 

Some are frank to confess that trade is 
actually dull, while others are inclined to 
put it in a milder form by characterizing it 
as only fair. That none of the houses has 
to urge its employees to work overtime to 
get out its orders is patent to anyone who 
goes into the store. 

It is considered a little singular how 
Eastern mills can pay 12 cents a hundred 
more freight and undersell Western mills 
by a ‘‘ large majority,” but they do it. That 
is, they do it in Chicago. Probably they 
go on the principle ‘‘ Anything to keep the 
mill running.” 

Iam informed that butchers’ manilla is 
firmer, with a tendency upward, and that 
straw papers have advanced 5 cents a 
hundred. 

Some new rays of light are permeating 

the failure of the J. R. Dayton Tablet 
Company, of Quincy, Ill. The failure oc- 
curred in April last, very unexpectedly, 
however, as it was generally undefstood 
that the company was doing a good busi- 
ness and making money. Its monthly 
banking deposits averaged $40,000 up to 
the very last. Fo'lowing the failure came 
a fire May 10, which destroyed the building 
and a greater portion of its contents. 
. At the time of.thedailure Henry eR ick- 
er, a very wealthy man and owner of one of 
the largest banks in that city, held a $25,- 
000 mortgage on the plant. Two other 
mortgages aggregated $17,754, making a 
total of $42,754. Mr. Ricker took posses- 
sion, and three days after bought the entire 
stock of merchandise for $15,000. Another 
three days’ notice enabled him to buy the 
machinery and fixtures for $6.500. Mr. 
Ricker, now becoming the owner of the en- 
tire plant p'aced it in the hands of Henry 
F. Dayton to run as of yore. The amount 
paid was but a trifle more than one-half of 
the three mortgages. Ou this plant Mr. 
Ricker placed an insurance of $40,000. 

It is alleged by the creditors that undue 
notice was given of the sale of the plant, 
and that the whole transaction was con- 
ducted in a very mysterious manner, very 
few persons knowing anything about the 
sale. 

i .adner Smith & Co., of this city, being 
very heavy creditors, have deemed it ad- 
visable to look into this matter. Their 
lawyers are now working on the case vigor- 
ously. All of the companies holding insur- 
ance on the plant have been garnished. 
The result will he watched with interest. 

There is considerable anxiety on the part 
of the creditors of Geo. H. Taylor & Co. 
since the faiure of the Cleveland Paper 
Company. It will be remembered that they 
settled their claims for 40 cents on the dol- 
lar, taking notes payable in six months and 
secured by stock in the Cleveland Paper 
Company. Some even took stock outright 
in settlement of their claims. This of 
course makes them stockholders in that 
company. and, according to the laws of 
Ohio, liable for the double amount of their 
stock. A pretty state of things! How they 
will come out no one knows. It looks dubi- 
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Assignee R, E. Jenkins informs me that 
the creditors of the M J. Fitch Paper Com- 
pany are being paid off as fast as their 
claims are presented. As yet no one de- 
murs to accepting the 50-cent offer in full of 
allclaims. To make these payments Mrs. 
Fitch is not only using the $18,000 life in- 
surance left by her husband, but is borrow- 
ing money. She hopes to get it all back 
when the stock is sold, and it is ardently 
wished that she may. It is not everyone 
that would make this advance and take the 
risk of being reimbursed from the sales of 
the stock, much of which 1s old and will not 
sell for more than half what it cost. 

Colonel Wing, of the Diem & Wing Pa- 
per Company, of Cincinnati, has an eye to 
business. Stimulated by the success of the 
George H. Taylor & Co. purchase, the 
colonel has been interviewing Assignee 
Jenkins with a view of buying the Fitch & 
Co. stock. The offer he made did not im- 
press Mr. Jenkins favorably, and conse- 
quently was not accepted. The colonel 
made what would be generally considered 
a very fair offer, and would doubtless have 
been accepted but for the fact that Mr. 
Jenkins thinks it can be disposed of more 
advantageously for Mrs. Fitch, whose in- 
terest he has at heart. 

The pulp pie-plate manufacturers are 
uneasy over the present condition of that 
industry. They have to sell on too low 
margins to make the business profitable. 
To remedy this the principal manufacturers 
are agitating the probability of getting to- 
gether and formulating a scale of prices 
by which all will stand. At present the 
outlook for this gathering is not very en- 
couraging. There seems to be too many 
‘*‘conditions” in the way. One is afraid 
that the other will get more than his 
share of the trade, and consequently 
a number of stumbling-blocks are 
placed in each other’s way.

Why this view is not taken by sensible busi- 
ness men it is difficult to understand. No 
one should refuse to enter into an agree- 
ment to better the condition of things sim- 
ply because he is apprehensive that his 
competitor will be able to outstrip him in 
the race fortrade The field is open to all 
alike.

TuE article on “Electrical Bleach- 
ing” which THe JouRNAL printed last 
week has been widely read, and has 
formed a very live topic of discussion. 
The subject of which it treated is of 
great importance to the paper and 
pulp industries, and if the process de- 
scribed proves to be as satisfactory in 
the future as it has up to date, it will 
be the solution of a question which has 
vexed the trade foralongtime. There 
has been much inquiry as to the proc- 
ess and its results, and the readers of 
Tue JouRNAL have shown that they 
are keenly alive to all the possibilities 
of their industry. 
THERE is a new paper-stock packer in 
town. He is Colonel Waring, the pres- 
ent efficient head of the street-cleaning 
department of this city. He has estab- 
lished a plant over on the East side of 
town, and there, by means of an im- 
proved plant, he is sorting and packing 
the collections of papers, rags, etc., 
made within a certain district. The 
stock is to be sold through the trade to 








the paper mills, and if the experiment 


is a success the colonel will put up 
other plants in various parts of the 
city and willextend the equipment so 
as to be able to handle the collections 
of the entire municipality. Just how 
this new departure will strike the paper- 
stock packers of this vicinity we know 
not, but they can get out of it this con- 
solation—that if they bid high enough 
they can have the privilege of selling 
the stock to the paper mills. Time 
alone will tell just what wonder the 
new plant will work. 








SULPHITE patents area good deal like 
patents in other lines. They are not 
of much use until they are litigated, 
and in many cases they are then of no 
use at all. We have had considerable 
sulphite patent litigation in this coun- 
try, and a decision in a recent case has 
set the whole trade by theear. In Ger- 
many, however, they appear to be in 
a worse muddle.

REPRESENTATIVE WHEELER, of Ken- 
tucky, has introduced a bill providing 
for the taxing the members of certain 
industries, among which are manufac- 
turers and dealers in paper, pulp and 
paper boxes, the tax to be $100 per an- 
num when the capital invested is not 
over $50,000, and $100 additional for 
every $50,000 invested, the penalty for 
a failure to comply with the provisions 
of the act being punishable by a fine of 
not less than $1,000 nor more than $10,- 
000. The other lines of industry which 
it is proposed to tax include railways, 
of all kinds, banks, stock exchanges, 
and glass, wood, silk, leather and sugar 
manufactures. The full text of the bill 
is not before us, but from the synopsis 
as presented there would not seem to 
be any good reason why the measure 
should become a law. To taxa man 
because he is engaged either as a 
maker of or dealer in paper, pulp or 
paper taxes appears to be a most arbi- 
tary method of raising money for the 
Government, and to be founded on 
neither rhyme nor reason. It smacks 
very much of the contipental system 
of doing things, where a paternal gov- 
ernment levies a tax on everything in 
sight and then regulates just what a 
man shall do after he has paid the 
tax. No good arguments have been 
advanced in favor of the general Gov- 
ernment imposing such a burden on 
manufacturers, and before such a bill 
is enacted it should be very clearly 
and convincingly shown that it is a 
desirable and beneficial course of pro- 
cedure. 





THE directory fraud is again around, 
and the Federal authorities are at 
present investigating a number of com- 
plaints which have been made by 
people who have been swindled. The 
general method of procedure on the 
part of the rogues is about as follows : 
A man enters the office of a large con- 
cern whose transactions are extensive, 
and presenting a thick, heavily bound 
book, says: ‘‘Last year you gave us 
your advertisement for the considera- 
tion of $1 for a display, and we are 
anxious to have you repeat your order 
in the new edition ‘we are getting out.” 
The advertisement is shown to the 
merchant, and as the price is placed 
at a small amount he does not hesitate 
to say: ‘‘ All right ; put us down again.” 
He is requested to either sign a receipt 
that he has paid the amount demanded 
or a contract that he will pay the 
amount when the publication is com- 
pleted. The contract reads innocently 
enough and he has no hesitancy, when 
the man declares that it will be an 
assurance to his employers, in case the 
merchant has paid the dollar in ques- 
tion, to give him a voucher for it. That 
ends the merchant's experience for the 
time being, but soon he is sensible 
that the demands upon his cashier are 
becoming excessive for payments on 
advertising contracts, and he begins to 
ask questions. He finds that con- 
tracts which unquestionably bear the 
firm’s name are being paid in amounts 
ranging from $10 to $100, and that there 
does not seem to be any end to “them. 
When the merchant signs his name to 
any one of the contracts or acknowledg- 
ments prepared by the representative 
of the swindlers he gives into their pos- 
session the means of pursuing their 
systematic operations. The contracts, 
which are reproduced in facsimile, 
show how simple the operation is. By 
means of clippers the origiaal receipt 
may be turned easily into a promise to 


manufacturers for the use of his pat-| pay, and by the use of acids the entire 
ents and for certain instruction as to ' form of contract may be altered so that 


any amount the swindlers may desire 


to have the merchant pay may be sub- 


stituted. It isaform of crime which 
has flourished long and successfully,

Dexter Sulphite Mill Afire. 


DEXTER, N. Y., June 3, 1897. 

At 10:30 o'clock last night flames burst 
through the roof of the sulphur room of the 
Dexter Sulphite Pulpand Paper Company's 
plant. The flames illuminated the whole 
town of Dexter and if a few minutes the 
volunteer fire department of the village re- 
sponded to the alarm. The flames, how- 
ever, spread with great rapidity and envel- 
oped the two great acid towers, which were 








,of waod. 


Several streams of water were brought 
to play upon the towers and sulphur house, 
but the fre was so intense that fears were 
entertained for the main buildings of the 
company, which were only 75 feet away. 
The main buildings, fortunately, are of 
stone, and with gallant work of the em- 
ployees and the firemen were saved. 

The fire was discovered by Daniel Ran- 
dell, who had charge of the towers and 
sulphug room. He went into the latter 
place about 10:30 Pp. m. to start the largest 
sulphur furnace of the four in the plant. 
He found it so hot that he could not endure 
the heat, and, rushing outdoors, he dis- 
covered the flames shooting through the 
roof and burning fiercely. 

In a short time the tower nearest the 
sulphur room fell, fortunately away from 
the main mill, and out across the highway. 
It made a beautiful pyrotechnic display as 
it fell. The other tower followed suit five 
or six minutes later, coming down with a 
tremendous crash. It was two hours before 
the fire was perfectly under control. 

It was a little severe on the Dexter Com- 
pany that nearly two hundred and fifty tons 
of sulphur had been recently placed in the 
sulphur room. It is claimed that a large 
portion of this sulphur will, however, be 
saved, as the water running over it seemed 
to form a crust, which prevented the fire 
from igniting it. 

The towers contained eight large tubs, 
which were utilized for holding acid. These 
are destroyed. 

The origin of the fire, at this time, is sup- 
posed to be from one of the sulphur ovens, 
which may have become cracked, allowing 
the fire to be communicated to the sulphur 
outside. 

Mr. Birmingham, the genial manager of 
the company, was out of town at the time of 
the fire, but was notified by telephoneatGreat 
Bend of the disaster, and hurriedly drove to 
Dexter, arriving early this morning. In 
answer to inquiry concerning the loss to 
the company he stated: ‘It is impossible 
at this time for me to give any accurate 
estimate of our loss, but I can say that 
whatever loss there is, it is completely 
covered by insurance. I have been hust- 
ling about town to make immediate re- 
placement of the burned towers and build- 
ings. Work will be commenced without 
delay aud pushed to completion. The mill 
will have to stand idle until the repairs can 
be made. It is a serious blow to us, as we 
have all the orders that we can attend to, 
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but we will fill them with the least possible Accidents.

made at York, Pa., by the S. Morgan Smith 
Company. Mr. Heath has a wonderful 
water power of nearly forty feet natural 
fall, and at low water has between eight 
and ten thousand horse power; the pond 
supplying the falls extends near thirty 
miles up the Sturgeon River, and at places 
is from one-quartef to one-half mile in 
width. This plant is to be a nucleus of a 
large pulp-grinding plant to utilize the vast 
quantities of spruce in that region. Rail- 
road facilities of the Sturgeon Falls Com- 
pany are of the finest, the railroad switch 
running right to their shipping room, and 
the mill is only a few hundred yards from 
the main track, so that no switching charges 
will be made. The supply of spruce is 
floated down the Sturgeon River. Mr. 
Heath expects to make pulp about the mid- 
dle of July, and if possible a little before 
that time. The grinders take stone 26° 
face by 54" diameter. The hydraulic cyl- 
inders are 16" diameter, and the grinders 
throughout are of the very heaviest and 
most modern type. The Bagley & Sewall 
Company is shipping four of its centrif- 
ugal pumps to the Sturgeon Falls Company 
for use in its new pulp mill.

Monday having been given to the cele- 
bration of Memorial Day, and Saturday to 
come ending with the noon luncheon, the 
business of the week is somewhat curtailed 
for the want of time to do more. 

And because of the short week and with 
local matters of pressing importance calling 
for attention, I find myself at the Federal 
street office to-day, and not ‘* on the road,” 
as expected. 

Short as the week is there is time enough 
for all the business coming to hand, for 
business is still very quiet, although a day 
or two of rush is sometimes experienced by 
the different jobbing paper firms. Printers 
are having a little better business, and nu- 
merous calls for estimates on catalogue 
work for the fall trade are reported, but the 
printing of the catalogues is to be delayed 
until the tariff bill is passed, when prices 
can be adjusted to the order of things. 

The delay in formulating the new tariff 
is claimed to be the leading cause of the in- 
ability of business to reassert itself at the 
present time. Trade development and 
business enterprise are held in abeyance 
awaiting the results of nationa' legislation 
upon the tariff, when every business man 
should now be putting forth his best efforts 
in prospecting for fall trade. 

Whether the fall business will prove as 
active as anticipated is for the future to 
answer, but the fact is evident that busi- 
ness men are hopeful of better times, and 
have the confidence to push business, 
which they will do if the adjustment of the 
tariff is not too long delayed. 

With general business improved the 
paper trade must of necessity improve also 
—a change for the better that the paper 
manufacturer has long hoped for, which 
will be most welcome when it does come 


to pass. 
hese are trying times for the manufac- 


turer or the dealer with limited capital, and j 
if the future improvement of business is | 
too long delayed the list of failures will be ;

Tariff Changes. 





Senator Aldrich has offered the following 
committee amendments to the tariff bill, 
viz. : 

To change the duty on letter-copying 
books, whether wholly or partly manufac- 
tured, from 4 cents per pound and 15 per 
centum ad valorem to 5 cents per pound 
and 15 per centum ad valorem. 

Also to insert a new paragraph to be 
known as 395f, to read as follows: ‘‘ Photo- 
graph, autograph and scrap albums, wholly 
or partly manufactured, 35 per centum ad 
valorem.” 

Also an amendment to eliminate entirely 
the following paragraph : ** Books, engrav- 
ings, photographs, etchings, bound or un- 
bound; maps and charts imported by au- 
thority or for the use of the United States 
or for the use of the Library of Congress.” 

Senator Faulkner will introduce an 
amendment to change the duty on surface- 
coated papers not specially provided for in 
the act from 2% cents per pound and 15 per 
centum ad valorem to 30 per centum ad 
valorem. 

Representative Wheeler, of Kentucky, 
has introduced a bill for the purpose of as- 
sessing taxes on certain industries, and 
among those assessed, or proposed to be 
assessed, are manufacturers and dealers in 
all kinds of papers, paper boxes or pulp, the 
duty or tax to be $100 per annum when the 
capital invested is not over $50,000, and 
$100 additional for every $50,000 invested. 
It is provided that a failure to comply with 
the law shall be punishable with a fine of not 
less than $1,000 nor more than $10,000.

He regarded the payment of these 
royalties as excessive, and during his man- 
agement of the publishing association he 
greatly reduced them. For this reason it is

Very old wood pulp sometimes shows on 
the surface of the board some very peculiar 
formations projecting from a tangle of the 
brown threads just spoken of. They have 
the shape of long, thin-necked bottles, 
surrounded near the bottom of the body by 








The Decay of Moist Wood Pulp. 


It deserves to be mentioned also that un- 
der certain conditions this fungus is likely 
to produce colorless threads, which are 
then usually composed of thinner and 
longer members than the dark ones. Such 
colorless threads are frequently found where 
the dark members send forth new shoots 
(see Fig. 8). The threads of the fungus 
often have time to develop into a densely 
ramified tangle before they begin to show 
any dark coloration. 

The intensity of the color, as well as 
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cases, as, for instance, in cleaning and re- 
moving old wooden structures in the op- 
erating rooms of the mill, or in the case of 
works of construction being executed in the 
stream above the mill, provided the water 
supply of the mill is taken from the stream. 
That well water could contain any con- 
siderable quantity of germs of these organ- 
isms is entirely out of the question. 

The manner in which the colonies of 
funguses make their appearance in the 
wood pulp, their usually quite irregular ap-

the shade, whether more inclined toward 
brown or toward green, depends, as the ex- 
periments at artificial propagation demon- 
strate, on seccndary conditions in the com- 
position of the fostering soil. 

It is undoubtedly of the greatest impor- 
tance toknow whence the germs of the 
fungus come and how they get into the 
pulp ; that is to say, the sources of infec- 
tion and the methods of infection. The 
best means of rendering complicated meth- 
ods of preserving finished wood pulp un- 
necessary is unquestionably to prevent the 
germs from entering the pulp at all. 

The opinion is pretty general that the 
water is the main source of infection ; 
others believe that the spores are dissem- 
inated principally through the air and find 
their way into the pulp in the form of dust. 

Both opinions are erroneous. It is true 
that such germs exist in water, at least 
occasionally, and some may perhaps also

bristly threads. These  bottle-shaped 
formations are the fruits (perithecium), 
which are rarely fully developed, and 
which contain the generating spores. 

The spores of the fruit, however, take 
hardly any part in the propagation and 
dissemination of the fungus through the 
pulp. They cut no figure at all as com- 
pared with the purely vegetative propaga- 
tion, in which each dark member of the 
cellular chain assists, no matter whether it 
is detached or yet connected with others. 
The period during which such members 
retain their generating power is, of course, 
limited, but they are capable of resisting 
gradual drying up for some time. Here 
and there we find individual members of 
the dark chains which excel their neighbors 
in intense coloring and high gloss (Fig. 7). 

These members (chlamydospores) are of 
much greater resisting power than the 
others, and they are capable of germinat- 
ing when the propagating power of the 
others has ceased.

When opportunity | eee tect 
offers it might be ascertained how many Seaton: os — as! 
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germs per square yard are deposited by the 
air on an average in a given time in the 
rooms ofa mill where the pulp is given to 
mouldering, or how many germs the air 
contains percubic yard. This is not a diffi- 
cult matter if propagation or breeding on 
festering gelatine is resorted to. as is cus- 
tomary in breeding bacterie for experi- 
mental purposes. 

It is impossible for such quantities of 
germs as are sometimes found in wood 
pulp to be transmitted through the air or 
water; they must emanate from a far more 
prolific source, and this is, as has been 
said, the wood itself. First of all,the sur 
face of the wood. Every wood grinder is 
familiar with the sooty discolorations which 
form on the surface of the wood where the 
bark is peeled off, or under the bark where 
it happens to be loose. They are more or 
less thoroughly removed in barking, it is 
true, but enough of them remain unmo- 
lested in cavities of the log and on the 
stumps of branches; the more of them the 
Jess carefully the cleaning process of the 
wood is conducted. 

A single such sooty spot only a few 
square inches in size is apt to contain 
thousands of live germs. If these are scat- 
tered through the pulp in grinding, the 
large number of black spots produced 1s 
not surprising. The appearance in groups 
is explained by the fact that the distribution 
through the pulp of germs from a common 
source must necessarily be limited to more 
or less large portions of the whole. 

The fungus, however, does not grow 
only on the surface of the log, but often 
penetrates deep into the body of it. Every- 
body who has handled much wood knows
